On account of repairs at Institute Hall the library 
was obliged to seek new quarters at Grange hall across 
the way, where it is very well accommodated.

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Report of the Board of Education. 


To the Citizens of Mont Vernon : 


Does the road wind uphill all the way ? 
Yes, to the very end! 

Will the day’s journey take all day ? 
From morn to eve, my friend ! 

In presenting the annual school report for the year’s 
work, and in carefully thinking over the work accom- 
plished, we conclude these lines somewhat express the 
sentiment of the board. 

Our motto would be “Onward, upward,” but the 
pull backs seem to outnumber our advances. We wish 
to rectify one omission in last year’s report. Miss Mary 
Ellen Smith’s name as teacher of the East school was 
omitted. Miss Smith had charge of the school for that 
year but accepted a position as teacher in South Merri- 
mack for year 1900. Some of the things the boys and 
girls have done during the year are: ‘Two very suc- 
cessful entertainments have been given. From the pro- 
ceeds singing books, such as were adapted for our grade 
work, were purchased, also a clock and a picture for their 
class room. We admire this spirit among our children 
and like to encourage them so as to bring out all that is 
manly and noble. The same spirit has been manifested 
in some of our districts and the birthdays of our most 
famous men and women have been recognized by appro- 
priate exercises. 

If our citizens would feel it a privilege to visit the 
schools on these days they would be surprised to know 
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that even the little ones can talk intelligently about 
these promineut characters. 

Can the children sing national songs, write papers 
and declaim about our honored dead and not catch the 
spirit of patriotism ? 

In the fall the Institute building was closed for the 
purpose of making much needed repairs. The board 
was petitioned to and by the society giving us the use of 
apart of Grange hall, we were able to fit the room up 
for the primary department, using the school room for 
grammar grade work. Some new books were purchased, 
many of the old books mended and recovered ready for 
the new term. 

More advanced studies as algebra, bookkeeping 
physical geography and some in higher English were in- 
troduced. Algebra has been studied at the West school. 

We are now planning a course of study, and here- 
after more will be required of the individual scholar. 
This one thing needed, but for a successful school four 
things are essential and others will be the natural out- 
come. Order must be maintained, steady advancement 
made, definite knowledge gained and a well earned but 
honorable promotion will be the result. 

While the year’s work has not been satisfactory as 
a whole, many points have been gained and we hope to 
take new courage in the work that lies before us. 

Let us take hold of it together and be true to each, 
other and hope for a more successful future.
